To Be a Continuous Session of 
the Senate, 


An Extension of the Sherman Act 
is Likely. 
Important Legislation Will Oc- 
eupy the House. 


A Vote on the Tucker Bill Tuesday—The

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The momentous event 
in the Senate this week will be the at- 
tempt to secure a continuous session 
of that body. That the attempt will 
produce important results can hardly 
be doubted by any one familiar with 
the situation. It is the desire as well as 
the belief in the chamber that. the 
present week will bring a solution of 
the problem, and the opinion expressed 
is that it will be a compromise of some 
character. 

The proposition to sfmply extend 
the Sherman law for a definite period 
with reduced monthly purchases seems 
to be taking shape as the most likely 
of the various propositions to receive 
approval. The proposition to include 
the bond purchase is receiving atten- 
tion, and the present indications are 
that while many Democrats may not 
agree to such proposition it may be put 
through with the assistance of the Re- 
publicans. The Senators from silver- 
producing States are constantly con- 
sultéd and advised with as to the terms 
of agreement, but they will not be al- 
lowed to dictate in the matter of a 
compromise. 

It may be stated, however, that the 
silver party in the Senate, including 
poth Democrats and Republicans, is 
Not so anxious to secure a compromise 
as is supposed. The silver men appre- 
ciate that they are in a minority anJl 
cannot dictate the terms of capitula- 
tion, but feel that if they can make it 
clear that they will be able to go on 
with the debate indefinitely, they will 
be able to secure very liberal conces- 
sions. One point which they _§ sstill 
seem determined to hold out against is 
the fixing of the limitation of time that 
siver purchases shall cease - within 
Cleveland’s administration, and the 
chances are that they will win in the 
matter. 

What the silver men would like best, 
next to free coinage, would be a con- 
tinuation of the silver bill; that would 
be a triumph and not a compromise. 
Senator Manderson intimated yester- 
day that he considered this result pos- 
sible, and, having canvassed the cham- 
ber very thoroughly to secure a com- 
promise, he is quite competent to pass 
upon this point. Such a result could be 
brought about by taking a recess until 
the regular meeting day in December, 
or by taking up some other bill. The 
general desire among Senators is to 
get away. If, therefore, the night ses- 
sion ‘experiment should not bring the 
padsage of the bill, there is a possi- 
bility that a recess resolution would se- 
cure a majority in its support. The 
elections bill will) probably reach the 
Senate early in the week, but there 
will likely be no immediate effort to 
take it up. 

Important matters will-occupy the at- 
tention of the House this week. On 
Tuesday, according to the terms of the 
special order, the Tucker bill will go to 
a vote. Although the Democrats are 
united in their demand for repeal of the 
laws permitting Federal supervision at 
the pol some Nogerthern Democrats 
believe at the Tucker bill, which 
blots out all laws on the statute books 
relating to Federal supervision, gves 
too far: indeed, even some Southern 
Democrats believe that some of the 
statutes which the Tucker bill seems to 
repeal should remain on the books. A 
Democratic caucus. will be held tomor- 
row night, to give the Democrats an op- 
portunity to discuss the proposed mod- 
ifications, and decide whether any 
amendments to the pending bill shall 
be adopted. The prevailing opinion 
among the Democrats who have can- 
vassed the situation is that the Tucker 
bill will be agreed upon as it stands. 
President Cleveland is reported to have 
said that he hoped every vestige of the 
law permitting Federal interference 
would be wiped out, and his express’ons 
are expected to have effect in the cau- 
cue. 

After the disposal of the elections 
bill, the bill from the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee will again come up. 
On Thureday, if the banking bill is 
disposed of, the McCreary substitute 
for the Everett bill to amend the Geary 
exclusion act so as to extend the time 
for the registration of Chinese, will 
come up and be voted on. After two 
days the bill will be bitterly opposed 
by some of the Pacific Coast members, 
Representative Geary, who 
does not like its provisions, and who 
believes the bill only temporizes with 
To prevent filibustering 
Chairman McCreary of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committtee asked for a_ special 
order giving two days for its consider- 
ation and providing for a vote at the 
end of that time. This will be granted | 
by the Committee on Rules, 
“In whatever shape the = silver bill 
might pass the Senate, everything else 
would be laid aside in the House to 
act upon it. The sentiment in the 
House is very strong that. a compro- 
mise will be the result, but if the com- 
promise should carry with it a_ pro- 


vision: for a bond issue it would en- 
counter the most bittér and formidable 


opposition. Indeed, the Democratic 
leaders do not hesitate to give it as 
the opinion that the proposition for a 


4 bond issue will never be passed in the 


lower branch of Congress. During the 
morning hour of the week various 
minor matters may come up and be dis- 
posed of, notably the old McGarrahan 
claim. Work on the tariff bill by the 
Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee continues on the 
lines of making the raising of revenue 
the object of the bill and protection an 
incident. 

Several committees of the House will 
be busy during the week. The Commit- 
tee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
expects the hearing upon the Fithian 
free shipping bill will be concluded on 
Monday or early in the week. The 
Committee on Territories will try and 
get a quorum together to consider sev- 
eral bills for the admission of Utah, 
Arizona, New Mexico and Okalahoma. 
The Utah bill will be disposed of first. 


NICARAGUA CANAL, 


A Proposition for a Congressional Tour of 

Investigation. 
SVASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Representative Do- 
little of Washington State, introduced 
yesterday a joint resolution providing 
for a commission consisting of three 
Senators and six Representatives, to 
go over the entire route. 
Nicaragua Canal and make a thorough 
examination, with a view of submit- 
ting to Congress a comprehensive re- 
port on the existing conditions, and 
furnishing information which 
future legislation may be had. The 
resolution was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce. 


ONE-CENT SERVICE. 


Postmaster-General Bissell Does Not Believe 
it Timely. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Postmaster-General 
Bissell is expected to devote consider- 
able attention in his annual report to 
the projected 1 cent postal service. He 
believes the inauguration of the service 
impossible at the present time, owing 
to a deficit of $8,000,000 in the postal 
funds in the treasury. 


Justice Hornblower Not Ready. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—There is a 
great deal of disappointment because 
Justice Hornblower will not be ready to 
take the oath of office on Monday, 
when the Supreme Court meets.

In spite of 
this, Gen. Margello is certain, that with 
the troops alrezdy at his disposal, and 
on the way to Melilla, he can defeat the 
Moors. 

The Bey of Melilla district, it is 
further learned, visited Gen. Marge!lo 
today and declared the Sultan of 
Morocco would punish the offending 
tribes. The Bey, previous to his de- 
parture, stated that al! chiefs of the 
tribes would assemble at Frajama to- 
day, in order to decide upon peace or 
war. The Minister of War, upon receiv- 
ing the communication from Gen. Mar- 
gello, instructed that the commander 
reject the overtures of the Pey and fire 
upon any Moors invading Spanish ter- 
ritory. 

At the Cabinet Council today it was 
decided to send a squadron to Algeir- 
ras, near Gibraltar only, and not to 
Tangiers, as at first proposed. The 
warship Conde Vanadite, however, will 
go direct to Melilla. Supplies enough 
to last 3000 men for two months have 
gone to Melilla.

The Aged German Vrince Greeted 
Heartfelt Enthusiasm. 

BERLIN, Oct. 8.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Prince Bismarck did 
not arrive at  Frederichsruhe from 
Kissengen until after 11 o’clock last 
night. The town was en fete, and the 
Prince’s home was put at its brightest. 
A crowd of people surrounded the rail- 
way station.

His Reported Connection With the New 
Orleans Commercial Denied—A Woman 
in the Case—His Mind Appar- 
ently Deranged.

CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) What promises to develop 
into a sensational suicide occurred - to- 
day on the railroad tracks, at the foot 
of Monroe street. From the papers 
found on the suicide’s body, he is be- 
lieved to be Henry Kershaw, editor and 


manager of the New Orleans Commer- 
cial. 


The man was noticed standing on the 
tracks, and, as a freight train ap- 
proached, he threw himself upon the 
tracks and placed his meck upon the 
rail. The police hastened to the spet, 


from the body before they could reach 
him. 


Letters found in the man’s pockets 
led to the identification, and the con- 
tents, if true, ‘tell a sensational story. 
In all he letters which he had written, 
Kershaw speaks of a crime charged 


woman, whom he designates as Libble 
Bloom, and a number of secret societice, 
and he chaims he is hounded to the 
grave. He speaks of- an unfair trial, 
and evidently believed his enemies ine 
tended to murder him. He hinted at 
lynching, but stated he did not fear 
it, not fearing death. 

Letters were also found on him 
signed Libbie Bloom, and they, taken 
in connection with those written by 
himself, indicate that he was infatu- 
ated with the Bloom woman, and left 
his wife and children in order to live 
with her. Some of the letters read 
like the products of a deranged mind.

Gard’s Accounts are 

Not at Fault. 


A Little Item from Last November 
Makes Trouble. | 


Marshal 


Total Cost of Deportation—The Treasury 
Department's Estimate Too Large— 
Collector Wise’s $5000 Spe- 
cial Fund. 


The controversy which has been 
going on between the Attorney-General 
at Washington on the one side, and 
various officials connected with the 
Federal court in this city on the other. 
has been given additional prominence 
by the spicy letter of Judge Ross, pub- 
lished last Saturday. In this epistle 
the jurist scores the pettifogger for 
his vacillating ways and ignorant mis- 
statements, whereby the enforcement 
of the Geary act -had been practically 
annulled until the indignant judge felt 
called upon to inform the chief execu- 
tive of the nation of his subordinate’s 
“pernicious inactivity.” Having thus 
had Mr. Olney's curious doings called 
|to his attention it is not strange that 
‘the President “jogged up’’ the Depart- 
ment of Justice somewhat, and the 
marshal was sent an adequate supply 
of money to carry out the orders of 
court. 

In Mr. Olney’s letter of September 
29 to Judge Ross, which called out the 
spicy reply, the head of the Depart- 
ment of Justice says: 

“The difficulty in advancing funds to 
Marshal Gard arose from the state of 
his accounts. His bond is for $20,000. 
He has already been advanced more 
than the amount, for which no vouch- 
‘ers have been received. The  treasur- 
er’s rules of long standing, of which 
all marshals are supposed to be cog- 
nizant, prevented the advancement of 
further moneys to Marshal Gard in 
this state of his accounts. But, in 
view of the exigency suggested by your 
telegram (to the President) the Acting 
Attorney-General obtained the assur- 
ance from United States Attorney 
Denis that the marshal had in his pos- 
session vouchers which had not been 
presented to the amount of about $1)- 
000, and assumed the responsibility of 
securing a further advance to the mar- 
shal of $2509, which was remitted to 
him yesterday... I have, asked United 
States Attorney Denis to request the 
marshal to have the vouchers referred 
to approved and forwarded promptly.” 

OLNEY'S OMISSION, 

Marshal Gard was seen yesterday, 
and stated that he had received from 
Washington the amount indicated, as 
also a draft for $700, which latter sum 
was the difference between the amount 
for which he was debited on the books at 
Washington and the total sum of his 


bonds. In other words, the auditor's 
books in the Treasury Department 
showed that he was indebted to the 


government about $29,000, and was only 
credited with between $8000 and $9000. 
As the treasurer in his accounts with 
government officials does not credit 
them with their fées, mileage and other 
expenses until the vouchers are turned 
in at the end of the quarter, it is easy 
to see how the marshal for this dis- 
trict, who has recently been under a 
very heavy expense, has apparently 
overdrawn his limit of $20,000. 

Marshal Gard said he was well aware 
of the “treasurer's rule of long stand- 
ing’ referred to by Mr. Olney ‘in his 
letter to Judge Ross, and, anticipating 
such a hitch some time ago, had re- 
quested Dist.-Atty. Denis to inform the 
Department of Justice that he was 
Willing to give double the amount of 
the present bond if considered neces- 
sary. Mr. Olney made no mention of 
this in his letter of the 29th ult. to 
Judge Ross, but allowed it to be in- 
ferred that the -cenfused- state of the 
marshal’s accounts. is responsible 
for the scant supply of funds 
hitherto forwarded from Washington. 
Mershal Gard says that so far as this 
is concerned, he has about $8000 de- 
posited to the credit of the govern- 
ment in the Les Angeles National 
Bank, and hese about $12,000 in dis- 
puted accounts hung up in the Treas- 
,ury Department, and which may finally 
have to be settled through the Court 
of Claims. In addition to these two 
iterns, he has also, aS mentioned in 
the “Olney letter of September 29, 
vouPhers to the amount of about $10,009 
in his possession. These, as per re- 
quest, have been: sent to Washington, 
though in the regular routine they 
would have been sent about this time 
anyway. Then the Treasury Depart- 
ment, through error, has never cred- 
ited the marshal with about $1900 for 
deputy’s fees during the last election, 
although the vouchers were sent to 
Washington at the proper time. This 
$4000 is still charged against Marshal 
Gard, and although there is no doubt 
that whenever the particular depart- 
ment clerk gets to it the matter will be 
straightened, yet its presence on the 
books acts detrimentally, at present, 
to the interests of justice. The exist- 
ence of this particular item is also, no 
doubt, responsible for the half-whis- 
pered, Coulter-like story, which has been 
industriously circulated recently in cer- 
tain quarters that the marshal is short 
in his accounts. 

TOTAL COST OF DEPORTATION. 

In answer to a question Marshal 
Gard said he thought the Auditor of the 
Treasury's estimate regarding™he total 
cost of deporting the unregistered ~Chi- 
nese now in this country, was somewhat 
extravagant. .The marshal says t he 
Treasury Departmept in its calculations 
did not take into consideration the fact 
that the fees of marshals, court clerks, 
district attorneys and others connected 
with the administration of the exclu- 
sion act was Vimited. As a matter of 
fact, the marshal’s annual fees are 
limited to $6000 per annum in California, 
while in Arizona, Washington and Orye- 
gon the marshals are entitled to double 
fees. As most of the Chinamen live in 
California,- it might possibly cost the 
government a little more than usual 
if deportation was fully’ carried 
out, but it is plain’ to be seen that the 
question of marshal’s fees cuts little 
figure in this State, as all over $6000 
earned by either Marshal Long or Mar- 
shal Gard reverts to the government. 
Outside of the actual traveling ex- 
penses and board the government: will 
not be very much out by wholesale de- 
portation., In Washington, Oregon and 
Arizona, in each of which there are 
large numbers of Chinese, it is well 
~known that the marshals of these dis- 
tricts under the luxury of double fees, 
reach the limit each ~~ with just the 
ordinary amount of Business, -conse- 
quently the government would not have 
to pay any extra fees. Here, again, al- 
most the entire expense would be for 
railroad and steamship fares and board. 
Mr. Gard thinks that when these things 
are taken into consideration it would be 
a safe calculation if the auditor’s esti- 
mate was cut down at least 30 per cent. 

That Judge Ross's telegram to Presi- 
dent Cleveland had a most salutary ef- 
fect in this part of the country was 
proven by the facts which ‘have since 
then been disclosed. The marshal of 
this district was supplied with $3200, 
while Collector Wise of Ban Franciseo:

Last Saturday Tay Chung, a Chinese 
merchant of Santa Ana, a little town 
in the district of Magdelena, Sonora, 
Mexico, was found in his store with his 
head cut off. None of the merchandise 
had been abstracted, but it is believed 
that some $900 or $1000 in specie which 
the victim was reputed to possess, was 
taken by the murderer. Very small 
footsteps in the dust of the floor seem 
to indicate that the crime was com- 
mitted either by a woman or by a 
Chinaman, the latter theory being con- 
sidered the more plausible.

They are not even so good as 
the New York papers of twelve years 
ago; but they are very much nicer and 
cleaner than the Chicago papers of that 
time or than the New York papers of 
teday. So, while there has been a 
distinct deterioration and decadence in 
the New York newspaper press in the 
last dozen years, the improvement in 
Chicago has been steady and note- 
worthy, and this notwithstanding the 
introduction and general adoption there 
of the illustrations that do not illus- 
trate.”’ 

In estimating the character of news- 
papers, and criticising their contents, 
it should be remembered that the news- 
paper of the end of the nineteenth 
century has become a business institu- 
tion, which aims to supply, as nearly 
as possible, what the public demand. 
There are some papers which may try 
to elevate the public “taste, keeping 
their columns free from gossip and im- 
propriety, while there are others which 
pander to the lowest instincts, and be- 
tween the two there is the great class, 
constituting the majority of American 
papers, Which prints the news as it 
comes, good or bad, The modern Amer- 
ican newspaper is a mirror of the 
events which happen from day to day. 
It is far easier to criticise it than to 
improve it. Too many people criticise 
a newspaper from their own standpoint. 
Because they do not happen to be inter-

Still Signs are Many of Return- 
ing Good Times. 


Trade in Cotton Manufactures Shows 
a Marked Revival... 


Business Failures Continue About the Same 
in Number, but are fof Much Smaller 
Amounts—Increased Exports and 
Decreased Imports. 


» While there is little doubt that pros- 


perity is gradually returning all over 
the United States, yet, during the .last

ress in the general business situation 
than for many weeks previous. Dun’s 
Review of September 30, somewhat be- 
lated by the washouts, has just ar- 
rived, and furnishes an excellent syn- 
opsis of the state of commerce in the 
entire country from a New York stand- 
point. The editor says: 

***Hope deferred’ explains the past 
week in part, and it is doubtless true 
that. many indulged unreasonable 
hopes, but business has not entirely 
answered expectations. A feeling of 
disappointment is commonly ascribed 
to delay of action on the silver bill in 
the Senate. It is also true that many 
works which have resumed operations 
do not find orders as large or the de- 
mand from consumers as vigorous as 
they anticipated, and with some it is a 
question whether they will not close 
again. While money on call has been 
abundant and cheap, and about $4,000,- 
000 clearing-house certificates have been 
retired, there is perceptible greater cau- 
tion in making commercial loans here 
and at some Western points. 
dence, proverbially of slow growth, has 
been somewhat diminished, in part be- 
cause advancing exchange suggests the 
possibility of gold exports. 

“During most of the week specula- 
tive weariness has found expression in 
lower prices. Stocks were more active, 
but lower, railroads declining on the 


average $1.42,. and trust stocks $1.60 
per share to Wednesday night,.anc& the 
recovery has since been small. ail- 


road earnings for September show a 
decline of 13 per cent. compared with 
last year, which is not better than the 
August report, though the.returns for 
the second and third weeks were better 
than for the first week. On Western 
lines and trunk lines the decrease is 
somewhat smaller, but Southern and 
Pacific roads do not materially improve, 
and east-bound shipments from Chi- 
cago show a decrease of 14 per cent. 
for the last week. 

**Wheag receipts decrease again, and 
fall far behind last year’s, but stocks 
in sight are too heavy, and the price 
for December fell: nearly 1 cent. Corn 
continues to come forward freely, and 
crop reports are not unfavorable, but 
the price fell 1% cents. Changes in 
pork products were obviously due 
rather to manipulation than to any 
change in the outlook. Cotton declined 
about 3-16, with no great change in 
the movement or in crop prospects, 
and with increasing work by the mills 
in this country. When stocks are un- 
usually large, their very weight at 
times over-balances all other consid- 
erations.”’ 

Of the fabrics, articles of cotton 
manufacture show a greater relative 
increase in sales than any other. The 
enormous decrease in production for the 
past two months begins to be felt, and, 
as merchants are laying in their sea- 
son’s supply, a hopeful market is the 
consequence. Trade in woolen dress 
goods is better, and there is also a 
little more demand for men’s woolens, 
though not enough to keep employed 
the increased number of mills now 
running. Sales of wool last week were 
4,629,450. pounds, against 6,448,600 pounds 
for the ~—— week last year. .Notwith- 
standing the shrinkage it is believed 
that many purchases were for invest- 
ment, rather than for manufacture. 

While seventy-eight manufacturing 
concerns are reported as_ starting 
wholly, or in part, against twenty clos- 
ing or reducing force, more than a 
third of the increase has been in cot- 
ton mills, and another third in machine 
shops, nail mills, manufactures of 
stoves and hardware, tools and cars, 
while in the iron manufacture proper 
only seven concerns have started, 
against three that have stopped, and 
the outlook does not seem brighter. 
Chicago is adding to her marvelous 
buildings, and in structural and some 
other forms, the demand, at the West 
is clearly increased. But the closing 
of the largest iron mine in the country, 
the Norrie, which ordinarily produces 
1,000,000 tons yearly, indicates’ the 
limited character of the business. At 
the East the demand for products is 
painfully inadequate, even for. the 
scanty force now at work, and the low- 
est price on record attracts little busi> 
ness. It is said that one sale of steel 
rails has been effected by a sharp re- 
duction in price. The contest between 
the Amalgamated Association and 
works in the Pittsburgh region has 
been settled, but too late for most of 
the men. The glass-workers have not 
yet agreed as to wages, and stocks 
are growing low. In ory and shoes 
the marked actfvity seen in New York 
is not found at Boston, where the busi- 
ness is slow, and few establishments 
are resuming, and shipments from the 
latter city are still 30 per cent. smaller 
than last year, but the rubber works 
are all fully employed, and the demand 
for their products is large. 

In foreign trade exports again ex- 
ceed last year’s, and for the month- 
about 24.6 per cent., while imports show 
a decrease for the month of about 
30 per cent. Yet foreign exchange has 
risen so far that exports of gold to 
Germany might be made with little 
loss, and it is believed that bills for 
repayment of gold obtained on loans 
from Europe in July and August af- 
fect the rate more than current bur'- 
ness. Though a ret of part of the 
gold has been expected, and the banks 
have on hand more than they need, 
the treasury stock is so low that a 
renewed outflow would be. regarded 
with some apprehension. The return of 
money from the interior continues 
large, and plainly reflects less activity 
than usual at this season in domes- 
tic trade and industry. | 

The most favorable showing is in the 
steady decrease of amounts involved in 
business failures. While the number 
has increased from 361 for the previoug 
week, to 363 for the week in question, 
the bulk of them was for less than 
$5000. It is noticeable that the total 
number of failures in the East has 
fallen off, while in the West the num- 
ber is somewhat larger than for any 
earlier week in September, This change- 
ing state of affairs is attributed to the 
the silver market, 
greatly influenced by the turpitude of 
the Senate. 

There were no bank failures during the 
week. Statistics compiled show that 
from January to September this year, 
560 State and private banks failed, and 
only 72 resumed, about one in eight. 
During the same period 155 national 
banks failed, of which 70 tesumed, 
nearly one-half. Of the suspended 
State and private banks, 426 were in 
the West, 82 in the South, and 53 ‘in 
Twenty-five of the 53 were 
in New York State. Of those that re- 
sumed, 60 were-in the West, 7 in the 
South and 6 in the East.

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WORLD’S’FAIR EXHIBITS. 


What Will Become of Them After the 
Show? 
“(Chicago Herald:) In little more 
than a month there will be thrown on 
the Chicago market the largest and 


1 most varied collection of merchandise 


the world has everseen. Directly the 
World’s Fair closes all the displays, 
except some historical collections and 
loan exhibits, will be for sale. These 
displays come from every civilized 
country on the globe, and a number of 
semi-barbaric ones. Thevalue of the 
collections has been estimated from 
$20,000,000 to $50,000,000, and: 
even much higher. There is little 
doubt that $80,000,000 would be a 
conservative estimate of their value. 

The question is now being generally 
asked: Will the World’s Faif directors, 
allow exhibitors to convert Jaékson 


Park into a mammoth international: 
bazaar at the close of the fair? ‘The 
question will probably remain un- 


answered until the closing days of the 
exposition. Already strong influences 
are at work to divert the great collec- 
tion of merchandise to other cities, or 
perhaps get it out of the country 
entirely, but when the issue is made in 
the board of directors, it is believed the 
exhibitors will win, and that for at 
least a month after the fair has 
closed, Jackson Park will be the shop- 
ping center pf the world. 

In a very quiet but effective way the 
customhouse brokers are working some 
schemes of their own. They have 
undertaken to getthe duty on foreign 
exhibits cutintwo. Iu a general way 
it may be said that the customs duty on 
foreign displays that are sold is 50 per 
cent. The amount varies, but that i» 
perhapsa fair average. The custom- 
house brokers want it reduced to 25 per 
cent. or less.. Their case has been pre- 
sented to Congress by an old attache of 
the Treasury Department, who believes 
the bill will be favorably reported. 

The tariff tax on foreign exhibits, 
when added to the percentage de- 
manded by the exposition company on 
al sales, makes the price of foreign 
oods, except in rare instances, almost 
prohibitive. The American across the 
aisle has the advantage, having no cus- 
toms duty to pay, but even he has few 
sales, owing to the high percentage 
that must be paid to the exposition 
company. 

As a result of these percentage 
charges none of the exhibitors have 
been able to sell any considerable quan- 
city of their displays, and they are 
beginning to feel rebellious. Some of 


them express a determination to open. 


out directly after the fair and sell'their 
goods at any price rather than ship 
them home again. They are inclinedto 
tind fault with members of the Council 
of Administration and directory and say 
that personal interests are largely re- 
sponsible for the rigid rules govern- 
ing the sale of,goods. 

Acting President Peck believes the 
rules will be so amended as to allow 
the exhibitors to sell their goods after 
the fair. 

‘*] know there is very strong opposi- 
tion to it now,’’ he began, but I think 
the conditions will be changed so that 
the large part of the displays will be 
disposed of here. It would seem decid- 
edly inappropriate 
magniticent buildings into a bazaar 
after the fair had been conducted:on 
such a high plain, but something of the 
sort is by no means impossible.”’ 

‘‘What plans have been suggested?’ 

“A great many. We will have as 
many plans for getting the exhibits out 
as we had for getting them in, but, in 
my opinion, the directors will ulti- 
mately authorize promiscuous § sales, 
with the right to deliver goods on the 
spot. The percentage charged for 
allowing sales may be reduced or we 
may charge the exhibitors a certain 
rental for the use of.the floor spaces 
which they now occupy free. The 
general sale of goods would relieve us 
of considerable worry and expense in 
getting the goods out. Asthe case now 
stands we will be compelled to lay our 
railway tracks again and make the 
same preparations for taking the stuff 
out that we did for bringing it in. It 
will be very expensive. If goods were 
sold for immediate delivery they would 
ve carried away by purchasers and we 
would be relieved of the necessity of 
hauling many of them out.’’

Practical Hints on Deter- 
mining Its Value. 


\ 
The Quantity in Consideration 
° Against Quality. 


The People’s Paper is the Really 
Valuable Medium. 


The Great Middle Rich Class the One Sellers 
Should Endeavor to Reach— 
Pertinent Advertising 
Suggestions.

The gilt-edge newspaper, printed 
upon satin, with a morocco cover, dec- 
orated with the art of modern Angelos, 
is the best advertising mediwm in the 
town, if many copies are seen by many 
people. 

The better the thing is the more ad- 


vertising space in it is worth, per copy 
printed. 


The paper which is too swell to print 
news, and too old-fashioned to have 
enterprise, has advertising space worth 
more per square inch, per copy, than 


space in any other publication in the 
town. 


Papers like these exist and always 
will. They sail by the water which 
has passed, and so long as folks think 


they’re moving, it matters not whether 
they do or not. 


The space in a thoroughly high-grade 
or old-fashioned paper, with a circu- 
lation of 500 copies, is worth more than 
a cheap paper with a circulation of six 
or seven hundred. 

Old fogy circulation has ‘value, per 
copy from 10 to 15 per cent. more than 
the same number of copies of a publi- 
cation owing its existence to high pres- 
sure, but the progressive publication, 
with a circulation of 5000 copies, cer- 
tainly possesses advertising space 
worth at least eight times more than 
the gilt-edged paper of 500 circulation. 

Old fogyism has its value, for old- 
fogy papers are read by people who 
will not read any other papers, but the 
oie of old fogies are seldom in- 
Nuenced by advertising. 

The world over, the people’s paper, 
so long as it does not descend too low, 
is the paper which is, and always will 
|, be, the advertising medium of the city. 

The paper which does not cater to 
the laboring class, and by not so cater- 
ing, does not reach the people who are 
the buyers, is the paper which only 
reaches a species of so-called blue- 
bloods, who buy in charmed circles, 
outside of public channels. .. 

There are not, in any community, 
from New York city to the smalicst 
town in the West, enough real blue- 
blooded aristocrats to keep a progres- 
sive peanut stand in profitable business 
~condition. 

The hue and cry made by publica- 
tions printed upon highly-calendared 
paper, and containing nothing of inter- 
est to any one, that they reach the 
tone of the town, simply means, if this 
be true, that the circulation is limited 
to from one hundred to not exceeding 
five hundred copies, with 90 per cent. 
among people who ape blue-bloodism, 
but have net felt its sluggish circula- 
tion. 

The paper which is sold in the street, 
at the news-stands, or on the cars, is 
the paper the people read, for women 
like news, and men like news, and 
newspapers are read where other publi- 
cations are ignored. 

The clerk, the clerk’s wife, and the 
great middle class of people, are the 
buyers in every community, and while 
'these people ape aristocracy, they do 
.not read the newspapers of the highest 
grade. They occasionally glance at 
- them, and depend upon the popular 
_daily for their reading food, which they 
digest and Lve upon. 

The paper of only quantity may not 
be a good advertising modium, but it 
is simply senseless to advertise in a 
paper of all quality. 

The advertiser must reach the pub- 
lic through the paper which goes to it. 

The advertiser receives his trade from 
the people at large, not from the very 
poor, ner the very rich, but from the 
great middle class, the predomniating 
class in every community, which reads 
the popular local paper, not run in the 
interest of any clique, but for the peo- 
ple as the people. 

The politics of a paper have abso- 
lutely nothing to do with its value 
as an advertising medium. 

The newspaper is looking for read- 
ers, and every line of its matter is 
made to suit them. The paper Which 
suits the reader is the paper which 
te bring business to the local adver- 
tiser. 

There are papers of enormous cir- 
culation, and yet not good advertising 
mediums, beciuse either the papers are 
filthy. and filthy papers are not gocd 
advertising mediums, or else they force 
unnatural circulation, which is not e'r- 
culation of business-bringing power. 

The paper which keeps up an even 
c'rculation year in and year out, with 
ratural gain, and charges reasonable 
rates for advertising, is the paper 
which the advertiser should spend the 
bulk of his money in, the balance to 
be distributed among other papers of 
more or less questionable circulation. 

Scme papers cannot quote their cir- 
culation, not beacause they are ashamed 
of it, but because competing papers 
so overestimate their circulatton, that 
the publisher of the honest publication 
is obliged to either’ overestimate, or 
lose advertising, consimquently he com- 
promises with himself and says nothing, 
but the majority of papers give definite 
figures, and stand by them. 

The following advertisements illus- 
trate what might be considered the un- 
headed style; that is, advertisements 
which are complete in one paragraph, 
without any display line. This style 
is advisable at times, but never must 
be set in smaller type than pica. 
Type four times as large is better. 
It is frequently advisable to use an 
ertire page for this style of adver- 
tising. While unheaded advertisements 
are not to be followed any length of

DISCOVERY OF LITHOGRAPHY. 


The Wonderful Art Was the Result of an 
Accident. 

(Stone, London:) One oof the great- 
est discoveries ever made was the result 
of the purest accident. lt was in the 
year 1796. The citizens of Munich had 
just witnessed the first. triumphant 
performance of Mozart’s opera ‘‘Don 
Juan,’ ard the theater was deserted 
by ull save one man, Alois Senefeldcr, 
who, after making a round of inspec- 
tion in the building to see that no 
sparks had ignited anything combusti- 
ble, retired to his room to stamp the 
tickets of admission for the day fol- 
lowing. When he entered his apart- 
ments he had three things in his hand 
—a polished whetstone, which he had 
purchased for sharpening razors, a 
ticket stamp still . moistened = with 
printing ink, and a check on the treas- 
urer of the theater for his weekly sal- 
ary. As he placed the latter upon the 
table a gust.of wind swept it high up 
in his room for a moment, and then 
deposited it in a basin filled with wa- 
ter. Senefelder dried the wet paper as 
well as he could, and then weighed it 
down with the whetstone, upon which 
he had before carelessly placed the 
printing stamp. When he returned to 
his room the following morning he was 
astonished at seeing the letters of the 
stemp printed with remarkable accu- 


racy upon the dampened paper. A 
thought came to him. He wondered 
whether, by some such means, he 


could not simplify his work of contin- 
ually copying tke songs of the chorus. 
He went out and "urchased a large 
stone, commenced making experiments, 
and, as we all know, finaly discovered 
the art of printing from stone—lith- 
ography.

In speaking yesterday about the cap- 
ture of Charley Ah Him, Marshal Gard 
declared the story that Wong Chee or 
any other man, white or Chinese, paid 
the authorities $100, or any other sum, 
to arrest the notorious highbinder, an 
absolute falsehood. The arrest was 
made in due form according to law, 
though somewhat tardy, without the re- 
ceipt of one dollar from any outside 
source, 

The marshal says that shortly after 
Judge Ross rendered his decision class- 
ing highbinders as ‘‘Chinese lahorers,’’ 
he (the marshal) together with Dist.- 
Atty. Davis, conferred with Chief of 
Police Glass, and requested that the 
chief give them theenames of a number 
of the worst highbinders in the city. 
This action on the part of the United 
Siates authorities is in line with the 
course pursued since the highbinder 
decision was rendered, and has given 
excellent results in Fresno, Bakers- 
field and other places. Chief Glass fur- 
nished the Federal authorities with the 
names of several notorious “hatchet- 
men,” among the list being that of 
Charley Ah Him. Complaints were 
sworn to and warrants issued, but 
somehow or other , Ah Him and two 
others got wind of the fact and disap- 
peared. Some of the less influential 
of the vicious tribe were not so fortu- 
nate, and were captured by the authcri- 
ties before they had time to escape, 
and are now inthe Northern jails wait- 
ing deportation. The marshal then no- 
tified parties whom he could trust in 
different cfties to keep a sharp jJookout 
for Charley Ah Him and his two fellow- 
refugees. There was no “Goubt that 
the fugitives were in hiding within the 
borders of the State, hoping to keep 
JG4t of the way until the passage of the 
exclusion amcndment to the Geary act. 
which provides for the discontinuance 
«of all proceedings now pending. In 
this way Charley Ah (UWim no doubt 
thought he could beat the Unjted States 


away” with the State courts. 

Marshal Gard said once it was re- 
ported that Charley and his two com- 
panions were in Bakersfield. Then 
again it was said they were in hiding 
at Santa Monica. Finally authentic in- 
formation was received that Charley 
Ah Him was in San Diego. It was sup- 
posed that the two other Chinamen 
wanted were with him. Deputy Mar- 
shal Johnson was given the three war- 
rants and proceeded to San Diego...He 
captured Charley Ah Him only after 
some exceedingly adroit detective work, 
but although rematming in the city of 
bay’nclimate an additional day, he 
could not lay his hands on the other 
two, who are still at large. They had 
been in San Diego, but, getting wind 
of Ah Him’s arrest, had, no doubt, left 
the city. Thus the statement of the 
wily criminal that he had not been in 
hiding during the month the officers

SOLAR ECLIPSE. 


The Sun Will Be Partially Obscured 
Today. 

There will be a partial eclipse of the 
sun this morning, and if the weather is 
clear, a good view of the phenomenon 
can be had throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia. The first shadow will be thrown 
on the sun about 10:30 o’clock, and the 
great orb will be gradually obscured: 
until it will resemble the moon in its 
first quarter. The greatest shadow will 

be cast .about an hour after the 
eclipse begins; then the brightness will 
grow in size until about 1 o'clock, when 
the orb Of day will again shine forth 
in all its splendor. 

At only one point in this hemisphere 
will the total eclipse be seen, and that 
is at Lima, Peru, when a half hour be- 
fore sunset the sun will be almost cov- 
ered by shadow. This will also be 
noticed at various points on the Pacific 
Ocean from the time old Sol arises un- 
til he drops out of sight. East of 
Denver, Colo., nothing unusual will be 
noticeable, but west of that point more 
or less will be witnessed as the observer 
is near to or away from the Pacific. 

Computation shows that the eclipse 
will first be noticeable from Mt. Hamil- 
ton at 10:21 a.m., Pacific standard time, 
at 10 deg. 47 min., north of the sun’s 
west point, and end at 12:56 p.m., at 12 
deg. 41 min., east of the sun’s south 
point. 
will occur a minute earlier than.at Mt. 
Hamilton. Similarly for points east 
and southeast of Mt. Hamilton, the 
contacts will take place later. At the 
time of the greatest eclipse the moon 
will obs®ure the southwestern half of 

the sun for observers of California. 

' The eclipse will have very little of 
scientific value, and astronomers will 
confine their attention to noting the 
exact time of contact and any accom- 
panying phenomena. 

Since 1880 observers on this Coast 
have four times witnessed partial 
eclipses, but owing to the time of day 
and the season of the year, this prom- 
ises to be.the best sight for those who 
wish to get a glimpse of the obsctra- 
tion obtained in many years.
